‘Italian, and 
Spanish invuigrants, but the bulk of them 
are negroes, “ British | subjects ~ from 
Jamaica and. Trinidad, There are also 
several hundred Hindus on the works, 
who are chiefly employed on the fortifica- 
tions, because, it is said, ‘they are 
unlikely totaik about them.”
